Management Summary

Community Service Officer's schedule will change starting May 28, 2023 to the following:

Officer Keith Buono: Sunday 12:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. and Monday through Thursday 7:00 a.m. to 3:00
p.m.

Officer Sonya Zimmerman: Tuesday through Thursday 10:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. Friday and Saturday 12:00
p.m. to 8:00 p.m.

This change is made during summer break to help mitigate issues with Town parks and provide
additional surveillance for the Adams County Sheriff.

Staff completed several training sessions during the first quarter of this year.
» Officer Sonya Zimmerman completed the EAST-A training in January. With the completion of
this class, she is now a Certified Animal Control Officer and Animal Cruelty Investigator.
» Officers Sonya Zimmerman and Keith Buono completed the Warrants for Animal Control
Officers class.
» Officer Keith Buono attended the Denver Hoarding Multi-Agency Collaboration Meeting.

Projects Status & Milestones

In line with the Board’s vision statement, keeping our community clean and being proactive is a priority
for the division. The Business Windshield Survey was completed February 8, 2023. Staff have followed
up with the noted discrepancies and have achieved compliance from all but four businesses. The
outstanding businesses are currently working with staff to mitigate the issues.

A total of 14 animals were removed from the Town during this quarter. Three in January, three in
February and eight in March. These incidents totaled approximately twenty-eight hours of staff time for
call handling and transport.

Since January 1, 2023, nine REVIVE grant requests have been received, with nine approvals issued.
Requests have been for house painting, xeriscaping of front yards, tree servicing, artificial turf, and the
like.

As of March 31, 2023, there are 88 code cases closed, 21 cases currently under investigation, totaling
101 cases opened since January 1, 2023.
